Thank  you  so  very  much  for  your  painstaking  letter 
of  the  17Jh  with  its  most  welcome  enlargements  of  the  tiny  little 
"Space  ship"  print  which  I sent  to  you.  TJnfortun  ately  the  film  has 
not  yet  come  to  light  but  those  who  Sc*w  the  film  were  convincetl 
thax  it  was  no  water  luark  nor  import ection  on  tht  ^iiplotne  v/inaow. 

I wish  I could  give  you  the  infoimation  you  sean 
to  need.  I could  not  fill  out  the  questionnaire  you  seat  me  as 
I had  none  of  that  required  information.  As  m y film  was  not 
developed  until  the  middle  of  September,  and  as  I did  not  see  the 
ship,  I have  no  idea  of  the  exact  moment  of  its  being  taken  or 
caught  by  my  camera.  As  for  the  flight  number  and  such  details, 
all  I know  is  that  I w%s  in  a commercial  plane  flying  between 
Coos  Bay  and  Portland , Oregon  on  Sent  9mber^^“6th.  19567)  leaving  Coos  Bay 
at  2:30  P.H.  and  arriving  at  foreland  at  '3;ou  f.HT  A.s  I took  the 
pictures  from  the  plane  soon  after  taking  off,  I estimated  the  time 
to  be  around  three  o'clock. 

I thought  you  might  know  whether.ve  had  anything 
in  the  air  in  that  location  about  that  time  that  might  resemble 
thfts,  but  I didn't  realize  that  you  needed  so  much  detail  regarding 
the  sighting. 

In  any  case  I am  grateful  to  you  for  your 
detailed  answer  to  me  and  the  time  you  took  to  make  it  all 
clear  to  me. 

I assume  that  I may  keep  the  prints (since  you 
did  not  mention  their  return)  which  you  sent  on  and  in  that  case 
thank  you  very  much.

Bear  Mr . Slwood : 

Thank  >*ou  for  your  letter  of  December  4th.  in  answer  to  mine  of 
HOTemher  20th.,  stating  that  on  September  6th.  around  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon 
while  flying  high  between  Coos  Bay  and  Portland, Oregon,  1 caught  a Brownie  snapshot 
of  what  I believed  to  be  an  outer  space  ship  since  it  perfectly  answers  the  descrip- 
tion of  the  cigar  or  submarine  shaped  ship  known  to  have  been  seen  by  others  in  that 
general  location  from  time  to  time.  I sent  you  a print  of  it  at  the  time. 

You  did  not  answer  my  ^iiuestion  as  to  whether  our  government  had  any 
of  its  ships  in  the  air  on  that  date  and  about  that  hour. 

As  for  filling  out  all  the  data  you  sent  me  or  answering  your  r^ee 
ouestions  '^bout  the  air  craft  speed,  direction  of  heading,  bearing*  weather  condl- 
tionn  aloft,  flight  or  aircraft  number,  pilot's  name  etc.  etc.  or  whether  any  other 
passehgera  observed  the  object,  that  is  quite  impossible  as  I was  unaware  of  having 
caught  it  on  my  film  at  the  time (I  did  not  see  the  craft  itself)  ^nd  only  found  it 
only  when  the  film  was  developed.  Those  who  developed  it  for  me  were  vonvlnced 
that  it  was  in  the  film  and  not  imperfection  of  either  the  film  or  something  on 
ths  window  of  the  plane.  Tcu  see  I took  several  other  exposures  at  the  time 
within  minutes  of  each  other,  in  an  effort  to  catch  some  of  the  ground  patterns 
but  dn  this  one  only  was  the  ship  apparent.  So  I figure  that  it  must  have  b<*en 
p^ss lag  eapldly  at  the  moment  I snapped  the  shutter,  ^ith  a magnifying  glass 
you*" can  see  tfia  tiny  white  windows. 

Unfortunately  I cannot  send  you  the  film  as  it  has  been  temporarily 
misplaced.  Bid  you  ever  put  something  special  away  in  such  a good  place  that  even 
you  could  not  find  ItT  I'm  sure  it  will  eventually  turn  up. 

I would  still  like  an  answer  to  my  <auestion  of  whether  our  govern- 
ment had  anything  of  this  description  in  the  air  at  that  time  and  location. 

The  holidays  interfered  with  a more  prompt  r^ply  on  my  part  for 
which  I ssk  your  indulgence.
